Narberth Crushes 

Sandtop's Bronchos 

Davismen Score Bulk of Runs 

When Visitors Go Into 

Fielding Slump. 



DURBIN BLANKS SEVEN

Outhit and outplayed in- all details 
of the game, Santop's Bronchos fell to 
their sixteenth defeat of the season 
out of their sixty past contests, when 
"Bill" Durbin, veteran grenadier of 
many diamonds, aided by fine support 
from his team-mates, held the con- 
tenders to the National Colored 
League to four spacious hits. The 
bombardment of the home club pound- 
ed the ebon clan into submission in 
the first three innings. The visitors' 
four connections meant three runs as 
compared to Narbcrth's seven points 
from the eight nicks. 

While the imperious hand of "Big 
Bill" tenaciously restrained the follow- 
ers of the one-time great catcher San- 
top, Narberth's indomitable onset of 
three-inning duration spelled victory 
for the second-half pace-makers of the 
Main Line League. This victory gives 
the Davismen a fair average of .560 
with nine triumphs out of sixteen 
games in independent ball for the cur- 
rent season, while the "liability" col- 
umn in league baseball shows only two 
set-backs, one by Brookline in the first 
game of the year and the other re- 
cently at the hands of Newtown 
Square. 

All the runs that were destined to 
cross the pentagon in this contest re- 
plete with masterly exhibitions of the 
national diversion, found their wajy 
over the disc during the first three in- 
nings of the game, while the remain- 
ing four sessions found Durbin and 
Gordon who succeeded Smith on the 
apex in the third, engaged in an air- 
tight scoreless pitching battle. 

Fresh from their recent string of 
victories over the Philadelphia Tri- 
angles, Wentz-Olney, Trenton and 
Morrisville, who had never lost a game 
prior to meeting the Santop clan, the 
visitors felt quite at home in the for- 
eign half of the first frame when they 
assembled two hits from which they 
coined one run. Briggs singled to left, 
went to second when Young watched 
one go wild behind the plate and 
crossed off Richardson's one-bagger to 
leftfield which was deep enough to 
admit the crack rightfielder. 

Narberth had not yet begun to fight 
when in the home half of the first, they 
took the lead with a pair of markers. 
Heckle worked presto on Smith for a 
double to Windsor Avenue and Har- 
ris' propellant smash soared into cen- 
tre giving him admittance to third. 
Gilfillan doubled to center scoring 
Harris, while Fleck and Masters 
lofted to the outfield and Martin was 
thrown out at first. 

The visitors tallied twice in the sec- 
ond, but thereafter with the exception 
of Richardson and Wilkerson who 
ambled, not a darky could gain pos- 
session of the initial hassock. With 
one out Campbell strolled, Wilkerson 
singled to the infield, promoting 
Campbell to third and when Smith hit 
to Durbin, Campbell scored off Bill's 
wild throw home. Wilkerson contrib- 
uted the third run for the invaders 
when he took a flying start off third 
and slid over the rubber as Watson 
sacrificed between first and second. 
Briggs was thrown out; Harris to 
Martin. 

Five hits, two walks and three errors 
gave Narberth the sum of five runs in 
the subsequent two innings. Hum- 
phreys' single rolled out slow enough 
to allow him to get on and Young sac- 
rificed him to second. Durbin struck 
out, but Heckle walked and Hum- 
phreys counted off Harris' single and 
Heckle gyrated the two remaining 
sacks for run number two when Gilfil- 
lan doubled to leftfield. Fleck lofted 
to left for the third out. 

Narberth's relentless attack in the 
third yielded three runs, after which 
followed the gruelling duel of the 
mound. Masters lost no time in car- 
oming his stinging double to centre, 
but Martin fell on strikes. The short- 
stop erred twice in succession, per- 
mitting Humphreys to reach first and 
Young to get the keystone at which 
time Masters crossed. The third- 
baseman's blunder put Durbin on first, 
the vet crossing. Heckle singled, scor- 
ing Young, and Harris ambled. Gilfil- 
lan dispatched a grounder to the first- 
baseman who caught Durbin at the 
disc. Fleck was thrown out, Harris 
to Martin. 

From then on neither team could get 
a man past first with the exception of 
Narberth who saw Durbin nick Gor-

LONGSTRETH IS SPEAKER

Last Thursday evening, amid crash- 
ing lightning and rearing thunder, ac- 
companied by a miniature cloudburst, 
the Main Line Radio Association held 
its regular monthly meeting in the 
club room at 125 Sutton Road, Ard- 
more. A goodly number of fans were 
present despite the fact that many are 
vacationing in cooler climates. 

The feature of the evening was a 
very interesting and instructive talk on 
television, given by W. W. Long- 
streth, of Haverford. In clear, force- 
ful terms Mr. Longstreth detailed how 
the pictures being sent are changed 
by the use of a scanning disc into a 
rapidly moving pencil of light, which 
paints fifteen complete pictures per 
second on a lens focussed on a photo- 
electric cell. This cell, in turn, 
changes the light impulses into elec- 
trical impulses which are transmitted 
in the same manner as broadcast pro- 
grams. In the receiver, in place of 
tfte loud speaker, is connected a neon 
glow tube, the light from which, vi- 
brating in step with that at the trans- 
mitting end, filters a picture through 
the holes in the receiving scanning disc 
which must be turning in synchronism 
with the projector disc. 

Mr. Longstreth discussed the dis- 
advantages of the scanning disc, and 
then explained the scanning drum, Dr. 
Jenkins' latest contribution to the art, 
which was dealt with in detail in a 
very complete article by the inventor 
in last week's "Saturday Evening 
Post." 

All the apparatus necessary for a 
demonstration of television was on 
hand, but the Q. R. N. caused by the 
thunder shower blanked reception.

That the Main Line has taken con- 
siderable interest in the projected 
round-the-world flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin was evidenced early this 
week when round-trip letters were 
mailed at post offices here. The post- 
age cost $3.55 for each letter, and was 
bought in stamps of the following de- 
nominations, as a rule: $2, $1, 50-cent 
and 5-cent. 

The letters were forwarded as late 
as Tuesday night to New York, thence 
to Lakehurst, and were then expected 
to be given a special cachet commemo- 
rating the first dirigible world flight. 
Most of the letters were addressed by 
the senders to themselves, "via Graf 
Zeppelin, Lakehurst to Lakehurst." 

Postmaster J. Bertram Nesper, of 
the Narberth Post Office, reported 
sales of stamps for over twenty round- 
trip letters, including five to one per- 
son. In addition many letters were 
sent at lower rates to intermediate 
points on the trip, including Czecho- 
slovakia and Germany.
